WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Senate 
today voted to extend for another year 
Pentagon authority to sell U.S. aircraft 
and weapons to Israel on credit. 
The Senate took the action as it neared 
final action on a proposed $25 billion 
weapons procurement bill for the De­ 
fense Department in fispal 1976. 
The vote approving an amendment 
advancing credit to Israel through Dec. 
31,1977, was 68 to 22. 
Action came over strong objections 
from Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
chairman of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. He raised the technicality 
that military credit sales belong in the 
foreign aid bill, not the weapons legisla­ 
tion. 
An effort to table the amendment was 
offered by Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., and defeated by a 59-32 vote. 
Sen. Barry M. Goldwater. R-Ariz., 
accused the Pentagon earlier in today’s 
debate 
of 
placing 
“ unbelievable” 
restrictions on American forces in 
Vietnam that helped contribute to high 
casualty tolls. 
“ It is unbelievable that any secretary 
of defense ... that any president would 
place these restrictions on our forces,” 
he said. “ I ’m ashamed that my country 
had such people who would allow such 
restrictions to be placed on our men ... 


who were risking our lives.” 
He placed in the Congressional Record 
a copy of the military’s “ Rules of En­ 
gagement” in Southeast Asia, which he 
said he persuaded Pentagon officials to 
declassify so they could be made public. 
A copy of the rules was not immediately 
available. 
Goldwater’s move came as the Senate 
neared a final vote on a $25 billion bill to 
set troop strengths, buy weapons and 
conduct research in fiscal 1976. 
“ I think it is imporUnt for the press 
and public to understand the restrictions 
that were placed on our forces in South 
Vietnam,” said Goldwater, interrupting 
debate on the military spending bill. 
Goldwater, a leading hawk during the 
Vietnam era and a retired Air Force 
major general, said the rules had “ as 
much to do with our casualties” as 
actual enemy action. 
“ 1 pray that if we ever have to go to 
war again —and I pray that we never 
will —such foolish restrictions will 
never be formed again and applied to 
our troops,” Goldwater said. 
He won quick praise from Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, 
R-S.C., a retired Army 
major general. 
Goldwater and Sen. George McGovern 
battled earlier over a proposed major 
weapon in the Air Force arsenal.

Raymond D. Johnson and Fire Chief 
John Risdon. County authorities were 
drafting the letters at press time. 
Negotiations between the county and 
some 800 members of the Service 
Employes International Union wore on 
through the night last night. The 
deadline for returning to work, specified 
in the letter, is 8 a.m. Monday. 
The 
Supervisors met 
in 
private 
session this morning, presumably to 
discuss Uie county labor dilemma, but 
shifted into open budget sessions later 
without revealing even the subject of the 
earlier private huddle. 
Some 140 applicants for fire fighting 
jobs with the county have passed all 
qualifications and tests and could be 
conceivably put on the job to replace 
those striking firemen, if any, who may 
be 
term in ated 
M onday. 
But 
uncertainties remain as to when the 140 
applicants would be available for work 
and as to whether or not they would be 
willing to cross picket lines manned by 
other firemen. 
The 
strikers, 
members of

Fire Fighters’ Union and the Service 
Employes International Union, have 
already forfeited five per cent pay cuts 
by remaining out beyond the number of 
days without permission as provided 
under civil service regulations and 
county ordinance.

Rockefeller Commission delivered to 
President Ford today an inch-thick, 
controversial report on the Central 
Intelligence Agency and secret evidence 
on charges the agency plotted foreign 
assassinations. 
Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller 
personally handed the 350-page report, 
bound in a blue cover, to Ford in the 
President’s Oval office 
The report on six months of probing 
—mostly into alleged domestic spying 
on Americans by intelligence groups 
—did not go into the charges the CIA 
helped plot the deaths of foreign leaders. 
But separate material on the subject 
was passed on to Ford. 
“ We did not feel we had the full story 
on assassinations that would make the 
basis for conclusions and recommenda­ 
tions,” Rockefeller told the President in 
the brief ceremony attended by five 
other members of the commission. 


Ford said he hoped the report’s 
recommendations, when implemented, 
will assure “ that there is no question in 
the future that the CIA will live within 
the law.” 
Details of the report are expected to 
be made public over the weekend and 
Rockefeller indicated earlier all of the 
commission’s evidence will be handed to 
a Senate committee also probing the 
CIA and intelligence groups. 
After receiving the report. Ford said 
the investigation “ will give us the basis 
for firm recommendations to make sure 
we end up with a CIA that will do an 
excellent job and at the same time 
assure the privacy of individuals.”

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate reached 9.2 per cent 
in May, the highest since 1941, the Labor 
Department said today. 
Although

Americans were out of work last month, 
the administration told Congress there 
was swne 
encouraging 
signs. 
The 
Democrats, however, accused President 
Ford of 
demonstrating 
a 
lack 
of 
leadership. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
that the number of unemployed persons 
rose 362.000 to 8,538,000 last month. The 
jobless rate has increased steadily since 
late last year and hit 8.9 per cent in 
April. The rate has been above 8 per cent 
for five consecutive months 
Julius Shiskin, commissioner of labor 
statistics, told the Jowt Economic 
Committee that some factors contained 
in the lastest report “ appeared to be 
suggesting 
that 
the 
recession 
has 
reached a bottom, and possibly that 
recovery has started ” 
For example, he said, one index 
measures how many of 172 industries 
showed gains in the number of people 
employed. That index showed that more 
than half of the industries increased 
employment in May, the first such 
increase such August, 1974. 
The number of people who work part- 


time because they can’t find full-time 
work declined for a third straight 
month, 
he 
said. These 
are early 
indications of improvement, Shiskin 
said. 
But Robert Strauss, chairman of 
Democratic National Committee, said. 
“ When unemployment is at its worst 
since the Great Depression something is 
obviously wrong with the leadership of 
this country. Since President Ford has 
taken over another 3.6 million Ameri­ 
cans have lost their jobs 
The last time that unemployment 
reached such high levels was 1941 when 
the 12-month average was 9.9 per cent.

Despite the gloomy unemployment

Hearings 
begin on 
insurance 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
round of hearings began Thurs­ 
day night on comprehensive 
legislation aimed at solving 
long-range problems surround­ 
ing the medical malpractice 
insurance crisis. 
In an unusual Joint meeting 
of the Assembly Judiciary and 
Health committees, legislators 
heard testimony on a measure 
(AB1) by Assemblyman Barry 
Keene, D-Eureka. 


As 
the 
hearing 
opened, 
Assemblymen Gordon Duffy, 
R-Hanford, and John Miller, D- 
Oakland. had a verbal skirmish 
over whether the attorney- 
d o m i n a t e d 
J u d i c i a r y 
Committee could fairly hear 
the bill and vote on it. 


The legislation, among other 
things, would clamp limits on 
the fees of attorneys represent­ 
ing injured patients. It would 
also place a ceiling on the 
amount a patient could collect 
in medical malpractice injury 
awards 
Miller, 
chairman 
of 
the 
A s s e m b l y 
J u d i c i a r y 
Committee, said a vote on the 
Keene bill by his committee 
would 
not 
be 
taken 
until 
subsequent hearings were held. 


Duffy, a member of the 
Health Committee, said he 
objected to the bill being sent 
to the Judiciary Committee and 
had asked Assembly Speaker 
Leo T. McCarthy to refer it to a 
special committee. 


“ Since it is a special session 
bill it could have been sent to a 
special 
committee,” 
Duffy 
said. “ You wouldn’t want a 
committee of doctors to heard 
the bill.” 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
called a special session of the 
legislature 
last 
month 
to 
resolve medical malpractice 
problems. 


Assemblyman Bob Wilson, 
D-La Mesa, said the committee 
needed more information from 
the insurance companies be­ 
cause the entire malpractice 
crisis “ might be contrived.” 


Donald Burns, secretary of 
the business and transportation 
agency, said information was 
being gathered concerning mal­ 
practice premiums and the 
amount insurance companies 
paid out in injury claims. 
“ I don’t think it is a contrived 
crisis,” said Burns. 
The legislation would place 
sliding-scale 
limitations 
on 
plaintiffs' attorneys’ fees. They 
would start at 40 per cent of the 
first 
$50,000 recovered 
and 
would diminish to 10 per cent of 
anything in excess of $200,000. 


It would also provide for 
periodic injury payments to 
patients instead of lump sum 
awards and set up an arbitra­ 
tion procedure in malpractice 
actions

Thomas Rees, 
D-Calif , called it “ overkill.” 
But Rep. William Moorhead, 
D-Pa., argued the Democratic 
Congress should pass a Demo­ 
cratic program —Ford’s objec­ 
tions notwithstanding.

Byrd says peace 
up to Kissinger 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - As­ 
sistant 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader Robert C. Byrd today 
said the best chance for peace 
in the Middle East rests with 
another attempt by Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger to 
mediate an Egyptian-Israeli 
settlement.

President Ford, also said that 
Ford along with Egyptian and 
Israeli leaders apparently feel

action than a summit meeting 
at Geneva involving all sides in 
the Middle E ast dispute. 
“ There are various options,’ 
Byrd said. “ There is always the 
final option of going to Geneva. 
That is not the best option. It is 
hoped that both sides (Israel 


and Egypt) will recognize this. 
“ There are indications of 
this, 
I 
think, 
from 
the 
President’s discussion with Mr. 
(Egyptian President Anwar) 
Sadat and indications from the 
Israelis that they recognize 
these things.” 
Byrd also said that “ both 
sides are going to have to give a 
little.” 
His words were the most 
direct indication from U.S. 
leaders so far that Washington 
prefers a resumption of the 
Kissinger shuttle diplomacy. 
Ford reported to the Senate 
and House leaders on his six- 
day trip to Europe and won 
praise for his accomplishments 
—including 
reaffirming 
the 
Atlantic Alliance at a NATO 
summit in Brussels and sound­ 
ing out Mideast strategy with 
Sadat in Salzburg, Austria.

The legislation, among other 
things, would clamp limits on 
the fees of attorneys represent­ 
ing injured patients. It would 
also place a ceiling on the 
amount a patient could collect 
in medical malpractice injury 
awards

J u d i c i a r y 
Committee, said a vote on the 
Keene bill by his committee

Duffy, 
a

Health Committee, said he 
objected to the bill being sent 
to the Judiciary Committee and 
had asked Assembly Speaker 
Leo T. McCarthy to refer it to a 
special committee. 


“Since it is a special session 
bill it could have been sent to a 
special 
committee,” 
Duffy 
said. “You wouldn’t want a 
committee of doctors to heard 
the bill.” 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
called a special session of the 
legislature

resolve medical malpractice 
problems. 


Assemblyman Bob Wilson, 
D-La Mesa, said the committee 
needed more information from 
the insurance companies be­ 
cause the entire malpractice 
crisis “might be contrived. ’’ 


Donald Burns, secretary of 
the business and transportation 
agency, said information was 
being gathered concerning mal­ 
practice premiums and the 
amount insurance companies 
paid out in injury claims. 
“I don’t think it is a contrived 
crisis,’’ said Burns. 
The legislation would place 
sliding-scale 
limitations 
on 
plaintiffs' attorneys’ fees. They 
would start at 40 per cent of the

and 
would diminish to 10 per cent of 
anything in excess of $200,000. 


It would also provide for 
periodic injury payments to 
patients instead of lump sum 
awards and set up an arbitra­ 
tion procedure in malpractice 
actions.

One of the road 
trips will be a two-week swing through 
Alaska. 
Then, if he still hasn’t signed, he’ll 
head back to the University of Arizona 
for his senior year 
Stegman was named U of A s Most 
Inspirational Player this year, and led 
the WAC’s Southern Section in hitting 
with a 471 average <33-for-70). 
During Dave’s three years at Arizona, 
the Wildcats have won 138 games and 
lost 25 
Dave holds school career records for 
runs (1961, hits (210), doubles (42), 
stolen bases (60), and walks (130). And 
he still has a season left. 
He also holds the WAC one-season 
record for doubles (11), and the WAC 
career records for doubles and triples. 
This year, in 57 games, Dave hit 402 
i88-for-219). He set school one-season 
records for runs (90), doubles (24), and 
stolen bases <36 out of 42 tries). He also 
had 53 RBIs, six triples and seven 
homers. 
In centerfield he had 120 put-outs, six 
assists and committed seven errors.

after Hargis had made an error, his 
23rd of the season.

metes out 


stiff fine 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Newly 
appointed NBA Commissioner Larry 
O’Brien has established himself as a 
hardline administrator by punishing the 
New York Knicks and the Atlanta 
Hawks for their attempts to land a pair 
of ABA superstars. 
In only his fifth day on the job 
Thursday, the former head of the 
Democratic Party fined the Hawks 
$400,000 for illegally signing Julius 
Erving three years ago and then 
declined to permit the Knicks to sign 6- 
foot-8 George McGinnis, who had been 
drafted by the Philadelphia 76ers but 
signed a reported $2 million contract 
with New York. 
He also made the Knicks forfeit next 
year’s first-draft choice as punishment. 
In 
the 
Erving 
case, 
an 
NBA 
spokesman said the Hawks would have 
to pay $250,000 to the league and $150,000 
to the Milwaukee Bucks, who own the 
draft rights to the 6-7 Erving, considered 
possibly the top forward in basketball. 
Erving has been playing under a long­ 
term contract with the ABA’s New York 
Nets. The Bucks will receive Atlanta’s 
two second-round choices in the 1976 
draft. 
O’Brien said of the McGinnis decision 
that under NBA bylaws, it was the only 
decision he could make. 
"If violations of the rules were 
permitted,” said O’Brien, "then it 
would be the same as if there were no 
rules at all. This would, of course, 
threaten the structure and very exist­ 
ence of the league.” 
The huge fine against Atlanta might 
threaten the very existence of the 
Hawks, although the franchise is in the 
process of being sold to a new owner. 
As outgoing President John Wilcox 
remarked Thursday upon being told he 
mu£t pay the $400,000 immediately: "I 
didn’t bring my checkbook " 
It still is not clear whether the 
prospective new owners of the Hawks, 
the family of Simon Selig Jr., will be 
liable for payment. 
"As of this moment, we haven’t had a 
chance to discuss it with our attorneys, ” 
said Selig in Atlanta. "I'm not in a 
position really to make any comment.”

Ryan nearly matched Vander Meer s 
feat of two no-hitters in his start after 
his second no-hitter but wound up losing 
to the Orioles 3-1 in 11 innings.

Uncle 
Sam 
would 
have 
collected $58.2 billion more in 
income taxes in 1974 than he 
actually did if it hadn’t been 
for all those holes successive 
Congresses have seen fit to 
drill into the tax laws. 


According to a Treasury 
Department study released by 
Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn, the deduction allowed 
for 
state 
and 
local 
tax 
payments, 
not 
including 
property and gasoline taxes, 
was 
the 
government’s 
greatest 
single 
money 
“ loser.' 
It 
“ cost’’ 
the 
Treasury $7 billion last fiscal 
year. 


The deduction for mortgage 
interest 
payments 
cost 
it 
another $4.9 billion; 
the 
property tax deduction “ cost" 
it $4.1 billion, and the gasoline 
tax deduction “ cost” $865 
million. Also, because social 
security 
payments 
are 
exempt from federal income 


tax, the government “ lost" 
another $3 2 billion there. 


We have sprinkled quotation 
marks around certain words 
above 
just in case 
some 
Americans have not yet been 
deluded of themselves, into 
the belief that all blessings 
flow from Washington — that 
what the government lets us 
keep from our earnings is a 
gift from it to us — that 
government creates wealth 
ra th e r 
than 
m e re ly 
redistributing it (one man’s 
deduction is another man’s 
preferential provision). 


Actually, you could say that 
the 
government 
“ lost’ 
upwards of a trillion dollars 
last year. This is the total 
value of all goods and services 
produced 
by 
Americans, 
which the government did not 
confiscate. 


Mondale’s 
purpose 
in 
releasing the study, of course, 
was to show how the tax laws 


benefit 
the 
upper-income 
fellow. 
If there were no deductions 
of any kind in the revenue 
code, almost a fourth of that 
$58.2 billion Uncle Sam would 
have collected last year would 
have come from people with 
incomes over $50,000, who 
represent only 1.2 per cent of 
all taxpayers. Only about a 
sixth of it would have come 
from people with incomes of 
$10,000 or less, who constitute 
46.9 per cent of all taxpayers. 
Now this may or may not be 
a terrible thing, and it may or 
may not be defensible. But 
until such time as we have a 
system in this country in 
which the government does 
own everything, in which case 
the 
private 
citizen’s 
gain 
would 
indeed 
be 
the 
bureaucrat’s loss, it remains 
inaccurate to speak of the 
government 
“ losing” 
anything. Only the people can 
lose.

As a resident of a mobile home park I 
am concerned about the future of mobile 
home living in Lompoc. 
There are five such parks in the city 
with a total of approximately eight 
hundred rental spaces. The better 
maintained parks are filled to capacity 
and have waiting lists. The parks with 
lower rental rates have vacancies, 
indicating a need for park upgrading 
Due to increases in water, sewage and 
garbage disposal rates all of the parks 
have either already raised space rental 
rates or feel the need to do so before the 
end of this year, which among park 
residents raises the question of who 
should bare the brunt of the inflation: 
park owners or park residents. Most 
mobile home owners feel that the 
additional rental funds should be used 
for park improvements. On the other 
hand, park owners take the stand that 
the additional income will barely pay for 
the increased utility costs that are 
included in the basic space rental 
agreements. 
Aside from utility rate increases park 
owners are faced with drastically 
increased costs of park maintenance 
and improvement projects 
I believe that well built and well 
maintained mobile home parks area a 
valuable asset to any community, 
esthetically as well as financially. Many 
new and attractive trailer parks have 
been built in Santa Barbara County 
recently, but applications to build such 
parks in Lompoc have been turned 
down. 
Residents in the better mobile home 
parks are there by choice, not by 
necessity, as many people seem to 
think. Under existing conditions, first 
time buyers of modem mobile units are 
forced to look to Santa Maria or the 
Santa Ynez valley for suitable parks. 
Sites for more apartment buildings are 
always available in the city and building 
permits are no apparent problem Why

Early in May Dr. Frank Stanton 
testified before the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
giving 
the 
recommendations of the citizens panel 
over which he presided on what to do 
about the United States Information 
Agency. 
After 
he was done, 
the 
Committee heard the current director of 
the USIA, Mr. James Keogh, who 
opposes the Stanton recommendations, 
which are to repatriate USIA into the 
State Department, leaving the Voice of 
America under a five-member board 
with an independent majority. What 
ensued was less an exploration of 
M r. 
Keogh’s 
objections 
than 
a 
strangely vituperative 
attack on the Voice of 
America by Senator 
Charles 
Percy. 
He 
raised 
two 
points 
which throw light on 
the basic question of 
what United States 
information 
policy 
should be 
Should the Voice of America approach 
the news with the same kind of curiosity 
the Associated Press, say, or CBS, or 
Time, would show toward a news event? 
Consider an example on which Senator 
Percy sought to score. 
When the panicky evacuation of South 
Vietnam began following the South 
Vietnamese Army’s retreat from the 
north, and the mass refugee movement 
southward, the government set up a 
Task Force in which the relevant 
federal agencies — e.g., the Pentagon, 
the State Department, USIA —were 
represented. This Task Force met night 
and day 
to coordinate policy on 
evacuation. At one of these meetings the 
chairman requested that the Voice of 
America limit its coverage of the 
evacuation to official statements and 
acts committed — to avoid speculation 
and panic. His point was not only 
reasonable, it was sustained by the 
evidence of the recent fate of Danang. 
Although it is seldom possible, in the 
world of information, to document a 
cause-and-effect relation, it appears 
probable that VOA news broadcasts 
giving out the dire plight of Danang 
contributed to the great refugee panic: 
the exact equivalent of shouting fire in a 
crowded theatre. It is, by the way, 
appropriate to remind ourselves that 
Justice Holmes did not condemn only 
the man who shouts “ Fire!” in a 
crowded theatre when there is no fire. 
He condemned the man equally who 
shouts “ Fire! ” even if there is a fire. 
Mr. Keogh agreed to comply with the 
request of the Task Force, and for a 
period, 
VOA 
broadcasts 
dwelled 
evasively on the heat of the situation in 
Saigon. This Senator Percy condemned 
as outrageous. I do not believe that 
Justice Holmes would have condemned 
it. 
Senator Percy had a well-stocked 
inventory of objections, 
manifestly 
brought together by a studious dissenter 
from VOA policy. Consider another one. 
President Ford was scheduled to talk at 
9 p.m. Eastern Daylight Time at Tulane 
University. The advance text of his 
speech was made available to the USIA, 
and it contained the electric phrase, 
“ The war is finished — as far as 
America is concerned. 
These are words of great gravity when 
uttered before the capital city of an ally 
is actually occupied by the enemy. Even 
so, Voice of America newscasters made 
several early news references to the 
statement as having been “ prepared for 
delivery.” But surveying a news report 
from 
a 
correspondent 
at 
Tulane 
. scheduled for 7 p.m. delivery, a VOA 
editor deleted the particular phrase. He 
reasoned that it was charged with great 
meaning, 
possibly 
of 
catastrophic 
consequence to the morale of Saigon’s 
last defenders; that the President, or his 
advisers might, on giving the speech a 
final reading, decide to excise the 
phrase. Accordingly, he cut it out of the 
news round-up, with instructions that it 
should be aired immediately after the 
President had publicly spoken the 
words. It is not clear — to do him justice 
— that Senator Percy was aware of the 
background of the excision. But he did 
take the doctrinaire line that the 
President’s speech, warts and all, 
should have been broadcast from the 
moment 
the 
advanced 
text 
was 
received 
One wonders. How should the VOA 
treat, say, the uprising in Attica in its 


broadcasts to the peoples of the world? 
It was a grim story, of great meaning 
and drama to Americans But should it 
have 
occupied 
as 
much 
time, 
proportionately on a VOA broadcast, as 
it occupied on the CBS News? 
What about the Kent State killings? 
They were something of a climacteric in 
the United States during the period of 
protest. Is it the purpose of the Voice of 
America to communicate to the people 
of Yugoslavia and Sweden, Indonesia 


and India, the news of America in 
exactly the same mix as that news grabs 
American listeners? 
Does it follow, if the answer to these 
questions is negative, that the Voice of 
America 
should 
be 
governed 
by 
different directives from those that 
govern commercial newspapers and 
channels? The question gets to the root 
of the whole business of what the U.S. 
should seek to accomplish in 
its 
information service.

You’ll press another button if you wish 
to keep an article in the paper ... A ‘hard 
copy’ printer will drop it into a box in 
your living room in a few seconds.” 


From a broadcaster: “ Science has 
detected electronic frequencies coming 
from the brain and nervous system. 
Perhaps it will be possible to broadcast 
information directly to the brain.’’ 


From 
a 
chamber 
of commerce 
president: “Downtown car use will be 
banned, but center city merchants will 
enjoy greater sales volume because of 
the increased efficiency of both personal 
and mass rapid transit. Many corporate 
employes will work at home with the 
telephone, television and computers. 
From a city planner: “ A visitor ... 
would first be surprised at so little 
change ... those same brick-row houses, 
the same marble steps. Then the 
difference would begin to emerge.
